Glen  Park 
Benefits  from 
Redistricting

Glen  Park,  which  had  been  split 
between  two  supervisorial  districts,  has 
been  united  into  one  under  a  new  plan 
adopted  by  the  City's  Elections  Task 
Force.  Glen  Park  has  moved  entirely 
into  District  8,  sharing  its  City  Hall  rep- 
resentative with  Noe  Valley,  the  Castro, 
Duboce  Triangle,  Diamond  Heights, 
Corona  Heights  and  Twin  Peaks. 


"Glen  Park  now  has  more  political 
power  because  it  can  wield  more  votes," 
said  San  Francisco-based  pollster  David 
Binder.  "Any  issues  that  pertain  specif- 
ically to  the  neighborhood,  you  would 
expect  they'd  get  more  attention." 

Previously,  parts  of  Glen  Park  were 
in  District  7,  the  politically  more  con- 
servative district  anchored  by  San  Fran- 
cisco's West  of  Twin  Peaks  neighbor- 
hoods. The  District  8  boundary  was 
extended  to  capture  the  southeast  leg  of 
Glen  Park  roughly  bounded  by 
Bosworth,  Congo  and  1-280.  The  dis- 
trict also  jags  into  one  block  of  Man- 
gels, between  Detroit  and  Congo.

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Neighborhood  History 

April's  meeting  of  the  GPA  fea- 
tured "history  buff  extraordinaire" 
Greg  Gaar,  who  informed  us  with 
wonderful  slides  and  narratives  about 
the  "olden  days"  in  commercial  Glen 
Park  and  the  Glen  Park  Canyon.  This 
was  quite  (and  still  is,  of  course)  a  fas- 
cinating neighborhood. 

In  general,  this  area  of  San 
Francisco  was  the  boonies  prior  to  the 
earthquake  of  1906.  With  the  advent 
of  the  first  electric  streetcar  in  the 
city — Glen  Park  had  the  first — and 
helped  by  the  earthquake,  develop- 
ment began  in  earnest  around  1910. 

Greg  brought  some  fabulous  slides 
of  then  and  now,  for  comparison  of  the 
same  locations,  which  were  very  inter- 
esting. Glen  Canyon  Park  had  many 
roles:  dynamite  factory,  dairy  farm 
and  proposed  dam  for  Islais  Creek 
(which  fortunately  didn't  happen).  It 
was  finally  purchased  as  open  space 
for  all  of  us  to  enjoy. 

There  are  considerable  archives  at 
our  branch  library  that  consist  of 
photos  and  newspaper  articles  that 
may  be  of  interest  to  those  of  you 
who  were  unable  to  join  us  for  this 
presentation.

Plans  Told 
for  Market, 
Library  and 
Housing

The  10th  presentation  to  the  Glen 
Park  Association  about  the  Diamond 
Super  site  project  and  the  fourth  pre- 
sentation about  the  Glen  Park  Library 
were  the  focus  of  the  February  meeting 
of  the  Glen  Park  Association.  The 
library,  the  market,  and  housing  on  the 
footprint  of  the  old  market  and  the  pri- 
vately owned  lot  behind  it,  unify  two  of 
the  three  major  projects  related  to  the 
"village"  area  of  Glen  Park. 

The  third  project  is  a  charette  deci- 
sion-making process  to  define  a  com- 
prehensive plan  for  the  area.  It  will  bring 
together  major  players  like  the  mer- 
chants' association,  BART,  Muni,  Cal- 
Trans,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Department  of  Public  Transportation, 
representatives  of  the  public,  a  City  plan- 
ner, the  library,  the  Glen  Park  Associa- 
tion and  other  stakeholders  to  create  a 
focused,  inter-agency  plan  for  the  area. 
Topics  of  concern  include  parking, 
pedestrian  flow  to  and  from  BART,  pub- 


lic  transit,  traffic  patterns  and  main- 
taining Glen  Park's  village  feel. 

The  Market  A  new,  6,500  square 
foot  Bi-Rite  market  will  occupy  the 
ground  level  of  the  new  building.  The 
planned  entrance  will  be  visually  and 
physically  separate  from  the  library  and 
residential  entrances.  Groundbreak- 
ing is  expected  to  take  place  early  next 
year  with  opening  day  in  the  spring  of 
2004.  Unlike  the  mammoth  mega-mar- 
kets that  bring  traffic  from  all  over  the 
city,  this  will  be  a  neighborhood-serv- 
ing family  business. 

The  Library  A  survey  of  current 
library  users,  people  in  the  community, 
people  coming  to  Glen  Park  on  BART, 
as  well  as  the  public  at  meetings  gath- 
ered input  about  the  new  location.  The 
resulting  library  plan  is  to  replace  the 
overcrowded  1 ,200  square  foot  location 
on  Chenery  with  an  8,500  square  foot 
space  at  Diamond  and  Wilder.  The  new 
location  will  have  a  street-level  entrance 
and  public  display  space.  The  fully 
ADA-accessible  library  incorporates 
plans  for  greatly  expanded  collections, 
a  combined  reference  and  circulation 
desk,  a  public  elevator  and  staircase. 

Housing  The  Diamond  Street  side  of 
the  project  will  be  about  the  height  of 
the  bank  building  next  door  (30  feet) 
and  will  go  up  to  40  feet  on  the  Wilder

It  was  a  Wednesday  morning  in  early 
April  and  the  sky  was  overcast.  It  was 
a  bit  cool  outside  that  day.  This  is  the 
kind  of  weather  that  I  find  perfect  for 
working  in  the  Canyon.  On  that  day  I 
planned  to  do  some  weeding  around  a 
patch  of  golden  back  fern.  Golden  back 
fern  is  a  special  plant  to  me.  Jake  Sigg, 
native  plant  specialist,  said  that  we  would 
lose  the  fern  if  something  isn't  done 
about  the  weeds  encroaching  on  it.

I  stopped  to  pull  up  a  thistle  as  I 
headed  down  Alms  Road.  I  saw  a  cou- 
ple more  thistles  and  removed  them.  It 
became  a  solo  performance  of  the 
Charge  of  the  Thistle  Brigade:  thistles 
to  the  right,  thistles  to  the  left  and  this- 
tles to  the  front  of  me.  Fifteen  minutes 
later  I  was  still  pulling  out  thistles  when 
Richard  Craib  came  along.  I  explained 
where  I  planned  to  work  once  the  this- 
tles would  release  me.  He  was  heading

off  to  cut  away  some  poison  oak  hang- 
ing over  one  of  the  trails. 

I  continued  slowly  down  Alms  Road, 
climbing  up  the  bank  pulling  out  the 
Italian  thistle.  It  is  easiest  to  pull  in  early 
spring  before  it  flowers.  There  are  whole 
fields  in  Marin  County  where  nothing 
can  grow  but  this  thistle.  Italian  thistle 
is  a  very  invasive  plant.  When  the  plant 
matures  the  prickles  on  the  leaves  and 
stems  become  so  hard  and  sharp  that 
they  will  go  right  through  a  leather  glove. 

Later  in  the  morning,  still  pulling  this- 
tles with  a  few  interruptions  from  curi- 
ous dogs,  I  looked  up  and  saw  Richard 
waving  and  signaling  for  me  to  come 
over  where  he  was  working.  On  my  way 
there,  I  couldn't  keep  from  reaching 
down  to  pull  just  one  more  thistle  plant. 
On  the  thistle  was  what  appeared  to  be 
a  hawk  feather.  My  guess  was  that  it 
must  have  come  from  one  the  red-tailed 
hawks.  It  is  gray  and  white  striped,  with 
a  reddish  tinge.  The  feather  is  a  downy 
gray  toward  the  base.  It  is  beautified  and 
perfect. 

While  Richard  was  working  high 
up  on  the  side  of  the  Canyon  he  had 
turned  around  and  there,  halfway  up  a 
eucalyptus  tree,  was  an  owl.  It  was  a 
great  homed  owl:  great  because  of  its 
size,  and  horned  because  of  the  feather 
tufts  on  its  head.  Neighbors  had  been 
hearing  owls  but  had  not  been  able  to 
spot  one.  We  think  that  there  may  be  a 
nest  near  where  the  owl  was  seen.  Great 
homed  owls  used  to  nest  in  the  Canyon 
in  the  past.  It  is  said  that  the  nest  that 
the  red-tailed  hawks  have  been  using 
for  several  years  was  an  owl  nest  at  one 
time.  I  now  believe  that  the  feather  I 
found  came  from  the  breast  of  the  owl. 

Be  sure  to  come  to  the  Nature  Fest 
2002  on  Sunday  afternoon,  June  9,  from 
1-7  p.m.  at  the  Silver  Tree  Building  in 
Glen  Canyon  Park.  At  this  3rd  annual 
event  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park,  you'll  be  able  to  see  for 
yourself  some  of  the  special  birds,  plants 
and  natural  features  of  Glen  Canyon. 
There  will  be  live  animals  to  see  and 
touch.  A  favorite  is  the  live  bats!  There 
will  be  experts  in  all  natural  sciences 
and  lots  of  activities.  Have  you  ever 
painted  using  a  garden  snail  as  your 
brush?  There  will  also  be  a  wonderful 
presentation  of  historic  San  Francisco 
pictures.  Will  you  recognize  your  neigh- 
borhood without  houses?  Plus,  there 
are  always  great  food  and  beverages!

Check  It  Out  At  the  Library!

Branch  Planning 

The  big  story  at  the  Glen  Park 
Branch  continues  to  be  planning  for 
the  new  branch  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  old  Diamond  Super  site.  The  next 
public  meeting,  where  conceptual  lay- 
outs will  be  presented,  is  on  Tuesday, 
June  11  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Glen  Park 
Recreation  Center.  I  hope  to  see  many 
of  you  there. 

There  have  been  several  internal 
meetings  related  to  this  specific  pro- 
ject as  well  as  meetings  of  the  branch 
managers  whose  projects  are  in  Phase 
I  of  the  library  bond  that  funds  these 
projects.  The  task  is  further  compli- 
cated by  the  assumption  that  the  SFPL 
will  "win"  at  least  $10  million  of  state 
library  bond  money  to  complete  its 
branch  renovation  project. 

You  probably  want  to  know  what 
these  meetings  have  resulted  in.  There 
is  a  draft  Glen  Park  Branch  library 
building  program — which  presents 
directions  to  the  architect  of  how  we 
want  the  building  to  work,  how  the 
space  should  be  allocated,  and  the 
amount  of  space  we  need  for  seating, 
shelving,  checkout,  bathrooms,  drink- 
ing fountains  and  all  the  pieces  needed 
for  a  working  library. 

With  much  more  space,  the  com- 
munity will  get  a  larger  overall  collec- 
tion, more  audio-visual,  many  more 
computers,  a  much  larger  children's 
area,  a  small  program  room,  more 
tables  and  seating,  a  teen  area  and  a 
civic  presence  in  Glen  Park. 

The  process  and  conversations 
between  the  developer's  architects  and 
the  library  architects  continue.  Many 
details  remain  to  be  worked  out — for 
example  the  number,  size  and  place- 
ment of  the  windows;  the  number  and 
size  of  the  light  monitors  (sophisticat- 
ed skylights);  the  specifications  for 
heating,  ventilation  and  air  condition- 
ing; how  to  measure  and  account  for 
the  8,500  square  feet  the  library  is 
paying  for;  the  size  of  the  elevator;  the 
type  of  stairs — the  list  goes  on  and  on. 

One  meeting  the  library  had  was 
with  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Commission — part  of  the  bond  money 
is  set  aside  for  public  art.  There  are 
people  in  the  neighborhood  who  are 
interested  in  helping  with  this  piece  of 


the  process.  At  the  first  internal  meet- 
ing it  became  clear  that  the  task  at 
hand  is  to  edit  ideas,  because  there  are 
a  multitude  of  ways  to  use  the  money 
for  public  art.  One  of  the  keys  to 
understanding  this  project  is  that  we 
have  a  modest  budget,  so  luxury  fin- 
ishes and  flourishes  are  unlikely. 

The  library  shared  its  booth  at  the 
Glen  Park  Festival  with  the  Friends 
and  Foundation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  who  are  responsible 
for  raising  the  money  to  furnish  and 
equip  all  the  new,  enlarged  and  reno- 
vated branches  under  the  bond.

Block  Watches 
And  SFPD  Info 
Are  on  July  9 
GPA  Agenda

Over  the  past  few  months  Glen  Park 
has  experienced  a  number  of  crimes. 
They  range  from  purse  snatchings  to  car 
theft,  attempted  robbery  with  a  pellet 
gun  and  a  home  burglary  where  thieves 
bashed  in  a  front  door,  drove  up  a  U- 
Haul  and  cleaned  out  the  house.  While 
these  might  sound  disturbing,  it 
doesn't  appear  as  if  Glen  Park  is  under- 
going a  major  crime  wave.  More  likely, 
it's  part  of  the  ebb  and  flow  of  life  in  the 
big  city. 

However,  there  are  ways  to  protect 
yourself,  your  home  and  your  family 
and  one  of  the  best  is  joining  a  local 
Block  Watch.  At  the  July  9  meeting  of 
the  Glen  Park  Association  a  represen- 
tative of  SAFE  will  be  on  hand  to  help 
Glen  Park  blocks  put  together  their  own 
block  watches. 

SAFE  stands  for  Safety  Awareness 
For  Everyone  and  is  a  private,  nonprofit 
organization  based  in  San  Francisco  and 
originally  created  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department.  Alexa  Foote,  a 
SAFE  crime  prevention  specialist,  is 
first  on  the  agenda  at  the  meeting,  which 
will  begin  at  6:30.  Foote  will  review 
how  a  block  watch  is  set  up,  then  help 
individual  blocks  organize. 

Block  watches  simply  get  a  group  of 
neighbors  on  one  block  together  to 
exchange  names  and  phone  numbers  via 


a  block-watch  list.  This  allows  neigh- 
bors to  look  out  for  each  other  as  an 
extension  of  what  most  of  us  already  do 
on  an  informal  basis.  While  we  watch 
out  for  the  neighbors  on  either  side  of 
us,  we  might  not  know  the  neighbors  at 
the  other  end  of  the  block.  A  block  watch 
makes  watchfulness  more  systematic 
and  provides  a  block  map  with  neigh- 
bors' names  and  telephone  numbers  that 
can  be  used  in  case  of  emergency.  Block 
watch  members  make  two  simple  com- 
mitments: keeping  an  eye  out  and  when 
they  see  suspicious  activity,  and  taking 
action  by  calling  neighbors  or  91 1 . 

Block  watches  don't  require  mem- 
bers to  perform  any  special  tasks,  go 
to  a  lot  of  meetings,  patrol  the  neigh- 
borhood or  chase  burglars.  As  Seattle's 
block  watch  program  says,  being  a  mem- 
ber of  a  block  watch  is  just  "being  alert 
as  a  part  of  your  everyday  life.  For 
example,  when  you  go  to  the  window 
to  open  or  close  the  drapes,  instead  of 
just. .  .turning  away,  you  might  stop  for 
a  second  and  glance  around  the  neigh- 
borhood to  be  sure  everything  is  okay. 
When  you  go  out  to  get  in  the  car  to  go 
to  work,  instead  of  heading  for  the  car 
with  'tunnel  vision,'  glance  up  and  check 
the  neighborhood.  It  is  this  kind  of 
'watching'  that  is  involved." 

The  Glen  Park  Association  will  have 
block-by-block  sign-up  sheets  available 
at  the  July  9  meeting.  Information  on 
making  your  home  safer  will  also  be 
presented.  Captain  Dillard  and  police 
from  Ingleside  Station  will  be  on  hand 
to  discuss  recent  events.

Local  Man: 
Armed  and 
Dangerous? 

Trial  lawyer/novelist  Barry  S.  Will- 
dorf  is  a  29-year  resident  of  Glen  Park. 
He  his  wife  Bonnie  have  three  grown 
daughters.  His  community  activities 
include  work  with  the  Glen  Park  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Merchants  Association 
in  the  early  stages  of  planning  for  devel- 
opment of  the  Diamond  Super  lot.  He 
recently  published  his  first  novel. 

Growing  up  in  Massachusetts,  Will- 
dorf  says,  he  expected  that  one  day  he 
would  be  in  the  military  just  like  his 
neighborhood  friends.  But  In  1965  he 
participated  in  his  first  demonstrations 
against  the  Vietnam  War.  By  the  time 
he  graduated  from  Columbia  Law 
School  in  1969  he  had  joined  Students 


for  a  Democratic  Society  and  helped 
organize  "Vietnam  Summer."  In 
1970-71  he  worked  for  a  civil-rights 
organization  defending  marines  at  Camp 
Pendleton;  by  the  end  of  the  Vietnam 
War  he  had  represented  more  than  1 00 
enlisted  men  from  every  branch  of  the 
armed  services.  For  his  efforts,  the  gov- 
ernment described  him  as  "armed  and 
dangerous." 

Now  Willdorf  has  used  his  Vietnam- 
era  experiences  as  the  basis  for  "a  fic- 
tional insight  into  the  turbulent  times  of 
the  late  '60s  and  early  '70s."  His  novel 
Bring  the  War  Home!  portrays  the  adven- 
tures of  a  young  couple  who  put  their 
beliefs  and  relationship  to  the  test  defend- 
ing marines  opposed  to  the  war.  "Court- 
room drama  abounds  as  an  idealistic 
young  attorney  helps  GIs  take  on  the 
brass,"  says  the  book's  press  release.

Local  Heroes 

Don  Williams 
Pushed  Bank 
Partnership 
Benefits

Don  Williams  seems  to  be  a  digni- 
fied teddy  bear.  A  private  teddy  bear 
who  laughs  easily,  a  teddy  bear  who  gar- 
dens and  cooks  like  a  dream.  But  Don 
is  a  teddy  bear  who  made  history. 

This  son  of  a  copper  miner  and  a 
housewife  grew  up  in  Bisbee,  Ariz.  A 
mining  town's  existence  depends  on  the 
company.  Mining  is  dangerous.  Cave- 
ins  claimed  husbands,  fathers,  includ- 
ing his  friends'  fathers.  Rigid  mores 
helped  Bisbee  feel  safer  in  the  uncer- 
tain world. 

As  a  youth,  Don  followed  the  rules. 
As  a  gay  youth,  the  rules  declared  him 
an  abomination.  Don  prayed,  married 
a  woman,  did  his  best.  It  didn't  work. 
"I  decided  I  would  only  believe  those 
things  I  feel  to  be  true,"  he  says.  "It 
seems  like  a  huge  risk  ...  but  once  you've 
committed,  its  self-reinforcing." 

Don  moved  to  the  Bay  Area  and  got 
his  master's  in  religious  education  from 
the  Baptist  Seminary,  along  with  a 
reputation  as  an  iconoclast.  He  laughs: 
"It's  not  hard  to  be  the  bad  boy  when 
you're  surrounded  by  Baptists." 

In  1978,  Don  met  David  Jones,  a 
promising  pianist,  at  a  church  retreat. 
Despite  sparks  and  early  morning  assig- 
nations, true  love  went  unrecognized. 
Eventually  they  figured  it  out.  The  cou- 
ple lambada'd  through  the  1980s,  and 
their  commitment  to  spiritual  service 
grew.  Even  as  Falwell  et  al  raged  against 
men  who  loved  men  and  women  who 
loved  women,  the  gay  community  faced 
down  an  epidemic,  mourned  their  dead 
and  fought  for  such  civil  rights  as  the 
right  to  marry. 

In  1988,  Don  focused  his  spiritual 
resolve  on  his  workplace,  the  Bank  of 
America.  He  was  out,  but  the  banking 
closet  was  a  crowded  one.  "No  one  at

the  vice-president  level  or  above  was 
out,"  he  recalls.  He  and  his  co-work- 
ers decided  to  bring  domestic  partner- 
ship benefits  to  BofA.  They  formed  The 
Lunch  Group  (TLG),  and  employees 
from  Wells  Fargo  and  other  major  banks 
joined  them.  For  a  decade,  TLG  strate- 
gized  and  negotiated. 

The  board  offered  support,  but  bank 
management  resisted,  fearing  a  loss  of 
business.  TLG  brokered  a  deal  between 
BofA  and  Wells  Fargo:  when  one  com- 
mitted, the  other  would  do  the  same.  In 
1998  BofA  became  the  first  major  finan- 
cial institution  in  the  U.S.  to  offer  domes- 
tic partnership  benefits.  Wells  Fargo 
followed  immediately. 

In  1997  the  couple  inherited  a  house 
in  Glen  Park.  They  remodeled,  they 
sweated,  they  wrote  checks.  They  trans- 
formed the  fennel-filled  yard  into  a 
serene  composition  of  maroon  and  sil- 
ver. Now  Dexter  and  Blake,  the  canine 
patrol,  chase  away  the  airplanes.  Don 
cooks  his  feasts,  while  David  plays 
piano.  When  the  nights  are  warm  and 
the  windows  open,  the  neighbors  are 
treated  to  serendipitous  concerts.  On 
February  14,  2000.  after  20  years 
together,  they  got  married. 

Don  Williams,  husband,  chef,  teddy 
bear,  recently  met  his  legacy.  He  was 
hired  by  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank,  a 
corporation  committed  to  service  as  well 
as  profits.  At  his  orientation,  the  HR 
consultant  explained  their  domestic  part- 
nership benefits.  Don  laughs:  "As  if  it 
had  always  been  that  way!"

side  to  accommodate  1 5  apartments  to 
be  built  behind  and  above  the  store 
and  library. 

The  most  frequently  raised  issue  at 
the  February  Glen  Park  Association 
meeting  was  the  limited  availability  of 
the  new  library  and  its  multipurpose 
room,  followed  by  parking.  The  library 
and  the  multipurpose  room  will  be  avail- 
able only  five  days  per  week,  (a  total  of 
32  hours).  Underground  parking  that 


was  proposed  by  the  developer  will  not 
be  constructed  because  none  of  the  mar- 
kets interested  in  the  location  were  will- 
ing to  pay  the  $  1 .5  million  tab  for  build- 
ing underground  spaces.  As  noted  above, 
the  market's  focus  will  be  the  neigh- 
borhood rather  than  vehicle  traffic.

I  know  that  many  of  you  have  passed 
the  newly  blackened  shop  next  to  Bird 
&  Beckett  Books  &  Records.  Its  evo- 
lution from  blank  slate  to  functioning 
frame  shop  has  been  slower  than  we  had 
hoped;  however,  as  of  April  1 5,  those  of 
you  with  a  burning  desire  to  frame  your 
artwork  will  find  manufactured  and  orig- 
inal designs  reflecting  a  wide  range  of 
frame  styles  and  periods. 

Art  for  Art  is  passing  from  being  a 
closely  held  secret  in  the  city  to  its 
present  venue:  "open  to  the  public."  Our 
workshop  has  been  situated  for  the  pre- 
vious 20  years  in  an  attic  hidden  deep 
in  the  Sunset  District.  After  my  wife, 
our  nine-year-old  son,  Tenaya  and  I 
moved  to  a  house  on  Stillings  Street  in 
Glen  Park,  just  by  sheer  good  luck  this 
storefront  space  became  available. 

The  shop  is  somewhat  specialized  in 
that  we  focus  on  the  careful  conserva- 
tion of  the  artwork  passing  through  it. 
Many  of  the  frames  and  mats  produced 
here  are  of  museum  quality,  and  are  com- 
posed of  the  finest  materials  available. 
The  matboard  we  use  is  made  of  100 
percent  cotton  rag,  rather  than  the  pulp 
variety  which  has  discolored  so  much 
precious  artwork  throughout  the  years. 
The  frames,  whether  produced  in-shop 
or  by  master  craftsmen  throughout  the 
country,  are  faithful  reproductions  of 
Dutch,  French,  Italian,  Spanish  and 
American  styles.  Each  frame  is  crafted 
using  traditional  methods  and  materi- 
als. Finishes  are  carved,  gessoed  and 
gilded  using  German  metal  or  22-karat 
gold  leaf,  then  hand  painted.  Many  of 
the  frame  designs  are  unique,  and  are 
created  specifically  for  the  artwork  they 
house.  Ultraviolet  protective  glass  is 
available  for  delicate  watercolors  or  pho- 
tographs whose  colors  are  fugitive  or 
subject  to  fading.  The  shop  also  offers 
in-home  installation  services. 

Those  requiring  a  more  modest  treat- 
ment will  find  a  carefully  selected  assort- 
ment of  stock  moldings  that  may  pro- 
vide a  less-expensive  alternative  to  the 
handmade  items.  The  wide  variety  of 
mats  and  moldings  can  provide  a  suit- 
able complement  to  any  picture  while 
still  carefully  preserving  the  artwork  for 
generations.  Almost  anything  can  be 
framed,  and  the  workshop  has  aided  in 
conserving  a  diverse  array  of  precious 
and  nostalgic  items  from  arrowheads  to 
100-pound  fossils;  from  antique  needle- 


work to  abstract  paintings;  from  chil- 
dren's scribbles  to  Renaissance  mas- 
terworks.  The  possibilities  are  endless 
and  require  only  the  salt  of  imagination. 

Artwork  by  Bay  Area  artists  will  be 
shown  on  the  walls  of  the  shop.  Despite 
restricted  space,  we  are  committed  to 
the  exhibition  of  rare  and  fine  paintings, 
prints,  drawings  and  photographs  pro- 
duced in  California. 
Art  for  Art  is  open  Monday-Saturday, 
10  a.m. -6  p.m..  Stop  by  and  meet  Wal- 
ter and  his  assistant,  Jacqueline  Vejl- 
strup.

Since  Joe  KowaJ  and  I  opened  Chen- 
ery  Park  Restaurant  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  see 
a  lot  of  our  old  friends,  neighbors  and 
customers  and  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing a  lot  of  new  Glen  Park  neighbors.

We 
do  not  sell  loose  stems  or  bouquets.  I 
go  to  the  flower  market  daily  to  hand- 
select  flowers  for  the  day's  orders  and 
events.  Relationships  with  several  local 
growers  as  well  as  importers  allow  us 
to  buy  unusual  and  different  flowers. 
This  process  also  gives  us  control  over 
quality,  and  ensures  that  our  product  is 
always  the  freshest  and  best  available. 

We  do  a  lot  of  weddings  and  events 
for  some  of  the  Bay  Area's  leading  com- 
panies, event  planners  and  hotels,  but 
this  isn't  all  we  do.  Daily  orders  are  a 
big  part  of  our  business.  We  create 
flower  arrangements  for  all  occasions 
(birthdays,  new  baby,  thank  you)  for 
individuals,  business  clients,  small  din- 
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ners,  house  receptions  or  "just  because." 

Holidays  like  Valentine's  Day,  Easter, 
Secretaries'  Day,  Mother's  Day.  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  are  very  busy  times 
for  us.  We  deliver  throughout  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Marin,  Monday  through  Fri- 
day; same-day  orders  are  accepted  until 
12  noon.  We  always  recommend  that 
you  give  us  a  day  or  two  notice  in  case 
we  are  working  at  an  event  site  or  are 
out  of  town.  We  are  not  always  avail- 
able to  accommodate  last-minute 
requests.

Redisricting 
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Binder  said  the  clout  of  Glen  Park — 
which  picked  up  more  voters  under  the 
reconfigured  supervisorial  map — will 
likely  grow  at  City  Hall  and  on  the  cam- 
paign trail.  The  reason:  Glen  Park  has 
traditionally  been  a  swing  neighborhood 
that  shifts  between  the  progressive  and 
moderate  factions  in  District  8,  depend- 
ing on  the  issue.  "You  may  see  super- 
visorial candidates  paying  more  atten- 
tion to  Glen  Park,"  he  said. 

District  8  now  has  a  little  more  than 
67,000  residents.  With  the  voting 
strength  of  the  Castro,  District  8  is  the 
most  likely  district  to  elect  a  gay  can- 
didate to  the  1 1 -member  Board  of  Super- 
visors. Currently,  the  city  has  two  gay 
supervisors.  District  8  representative 
Mark  Leno,  who  lives  in  Noe  Valley, 
and  District  9  representative  Tom  Ammi- 
ano,  a  Bernal  Heights  resident. 

Leno  is  likely  headed  to  Sacramento 
next  year  and  will  not  be  seeking  reelec- 
tion to  the  board.  He  is  running  for  state 
Assembly,  and  is  expected  to  win  the 
seat  handily.  Already,  a  number  of  peo- 
ple have  said  they  want  the  District  8 
supervisor's  job.  Among  them  are  Eileen 


Hansen,  who  narrowly  lost  to  Leno  last 
time  around,  Bevan  Dufty,  Shawn 
O'Hearn,  BART  board  rep  Tom 
Radulovich  and  Seth  Watkins.  At  least 
a  half-dozen  others  are  rumored  to  be 
interested  in  running.  The  District  8  seat 
will  be  on  the  November  ballot. 

The  decision  to  consolidate  Glen  Park 
into  a  single  district  was  made  April  14, 
when  the  nine-member  Elections  Task 
Force  approved  the  final  map.  One  of 
the  panel's  goals  was  to  unite  neigh- 
borhoods that  previously  had  been  split 
among  two  or  more  districts.  But  that 
wasn't  always  easy  to  achieve. 

First,  each  district  must  have  roughly 
the  same  population,  so  moving  the 
boundary  in  one  district  affects  the  neigh- 
boring one,  and  ripples  throughout  the 
city.  Then,  the  task  force  had  to  make 
sure  that  the  voting  power  of  ethnic  and 
language  minorities  wasn't  diluted. 
Finally,  it  tried  to  keep  together  so-called 
communities  of  interest,  such  as  neigh- 
borhoods that  share  a  common  social, 
economic  or  political  base. 

Efforts  to  unite  the  Portola  into  one 
djstrict  and  Russian  Hill  in  one  district 
failed.  Japantown,  like  Glen  Park,  was 
luckier.
